WASHINGTON,  (INS)  — Sen- 
ate probers  revealed  Friday  that 
investigations  of  alleged  labor 
corruption  are  now  under  way 
or  soon  will  be  in  almost  every 
big  American  city. 

Committee  sources  said  more 
than  25,000  complaints  about 
union  leaders  and  their  activities 
have  been  received  from  around 
the  country.  He  added  that  many 
of  them  already  are  being 
studied. 

Most  of  the  allegations,  the 
spokesman  explained,  involve 
the  massive  Teamsters  Union, 
which  has  figured  most  promi- 
nently in  committee  exposes  of 
labor  racketeering  and  violence 
in  Portland,  Ore.,  and  Scranton, 
Pa.
